Now Is the time to determine whether 
we will own our own orchards or let the 
caterpillars have them. 

The man or woman who plants reliable 
fruit trees in or about the poultry yard Is 
doing something that will draw g< M 
out of the ground In the near future. 

It Is not breeding alone that Is going to 
determine the future usefulness of the 
cow, but It must be supported by liberal 
feeding, dally care and careful observa- 
tion. 

It is Impossible to cheat nature. All 
the elements of fertility, mineral and nit- 
rogenous, cost money, and If little money 
is given for fertilizers, we can expect bnt 
little good to the crop from them. 

Old birds should not be kept anyway. 
It Is recommended that such stock be 
killed off and only young stock kept, two 
years being the age limit. 

Poultry raising is as much a business 
as banklug. But it can be started lu a 
small way and the man satisfied with such 
a beginning can learn valuable lessoos 
that will help him when he Is ready to ex- 
pand. 

Farmers rarely consider how much they 
waste of the tnauurial resource about 
them. Not only are the manure yards 
wastied by the rains and the manure 
leached of its greater value, but most use- 
ful supplies of manorial substances close 
at hand are constantly ignored. 

Make three plantings of corn at ten day 
Intervals from May 1 to June 1. Plant la 
3-foot hills, 5 seeds to the hill, about 2 
Inches deep. Place the earliest planting 
In a warm, protected location. Plant lateit 
seeds 4 inches deep. Thin to 3 plants p 
a bill and culttv»»‘ t 

The Incessant and continuous drain ot 
a brood sow, when suckling a large Htte 
of pigs, is such a drain on her system 
that it creates au appetite that will r. 
quire generous feeding for the go >d <f 
the sow, pigs and the man that ci/uteij- 
plates getting quick returns from then. 

Even If radium or other radlo-actlv:

when applied to soils in sufficient quantlt), 
the effect would be that of a stiuulaii 
and tlie increase would be secured at tie 
cxpeise of the soil. Thus the soil woml 
notoe enriched tu fertility, but actualy 
lnpoverlshed by such treatment. Ths 
psult follows also for all forms of pn- 
posed stimulation for soil or crop. 

The Leghorn pullet Is quickly brotigit 
to maturity, and if of good strain quickv 
goes to work for her owner. To be sur, 
if she is hatched very early she may mdt 
| slightly, but she will have laid pretty 
| nearly enough eggs to pay for herself >y 
the time the molt comes, and with propr 
care she is laying again in a few we» ks. 

In preparing. to set out trees, sliruh, 
vines, etc., a hole should be dug large aid 
deep, a foot at least larger than the ua> 
ural spread of the roots, from the fuel 
that a tree or anything set out shout! 
grow a year or two in good loatu befo e 
It runs Its roots Into the original gravelly 
material; otherwise its drogress in grow- 
ing Is apt to be very slow and slckly-luok- 
ing, If It lives at all. 

It is a well-known fact that brood, r 
chicks must soouer or later be taken from 
the brooder house, the time depeudlug 
largely on the chick and time of the year. 
All brooder chicks, to do their best, must 
be taken from the brooder house to the 
colony system ou free rauge. It Is here

Take a frequent look at t tie curram 
bushes*. Ii would not do any harm to 
give a shower hath of h'-llehae, 1 ounce to 
a gallon of water Well stirred up. 

It pays to lake a little lime In making 
rows In the Harden. Long, straight ones 
will make an easier job of cultivating. 

Plant cucumbers May 1 to IS In well 
fertilized and dry hills; 10 seeds to the 
hill, 1 Inch deep. Hills 4 feet apart 
Thin out after danger of bugs Is past. 

Ashes and dtp hen manure may be mixed 
Immediately before applying the manure, 
as the ammonia will mostly be absorbed 
and held by the soil. 

Brooding hens are most in evidence in 
May and the weather conditions are more 
conductive to good results. The late 
hatching is overcome by the rapid devel- 
opment of chicks hatched at this time. 

Every time yon go among the fruit trees 
remove unncccessary young sprouts and 
sappy growth from the trunks and larger 
branches. Undesirable growth, removed 
early, will leave no scars and the vitality 
of the trees will he saved. 

In May the borers will begin to attack 
the peach trees and the apple trees In 
June. One remedy Is to apply coal tar 
around the truuk of each tree, digging 
away the earth G or 8 Inches and after ap- 
plication returning ihc earth to the tree, 
extending the tar a foot or more above 
the level of the ground. 

In every way the rosc-combed while 
Leghorn Is like its single-combed sister — 
in size, shape, color and characteristics 
of large production of eggs, fertility 
halchabiilty, quick growth atul early ma 
turity, so that in latitudes where severe 
frosts are common tills variety of the Leg- 
horn Is the best to use. 


Don't forget that although smaller birds 
will sometimes lay more eggs with less 
care, the larger ones tiring the most money 
when marketed and at least half of each 
year's chicks must be marketed because 
t hey will be roosters. 

Cucumber cultivation should begin as 
soou as possible after the plants can be 
plainly seen, and it should be repeated fre- 
quently until vines become to long, using 
the hoe to keep the hills free of weeds. 
Thorough cultivation Is very Important. 
As soon as the plants are up apply a mix- 
ture of two-thirds slacked lime and one- 
third laud plaster, which will destroy the 
small striped bug tiiat is pretty sure to 
appear. 

Wheu we consider tiiat a large portion 
of the cow’s body is composed of water; 
tiiat milk contains more water than any 
other oue ingredient, ami tiiat it must re- 
quire a great quautity of water to keep 
tile temperature of the animal down dur- 
ing extremely hot weather, we should 
realize how necessary it is to keep her 
well supplied witli pure drinking water.

Plain blackberries aud dewberries lu all 
the washing hollows anti utilised, clayey 
places on the farm. Let them run to 
tangles, lloe paths through them wi ll 
the corn knife, anti see later how much 
fruit you have. Wheu the patch “runs 
out” nave auoihcr aud dually, you w ill h 
surprised at now much fruit you have 
without the trouble of cultivation, how 
enriched the grouud Is aud how well tilled 
up liie drum or Hollow coulainlug them 
has become. 

A cloudy day with moist soil Is the best 
time aud condition fur transplanting A 
few plants cau be handled safely iu the 
evening when the suu is lew. Avoid ex- 
posing roots to the wind. Where trans- 
planting must be done in dry weather, 
water each plant after ills set to settle 
the soil about the roots, aud rake the sur- 
face due about the plants to form a dust 
mulch for holding moisture. 

Nut withstanding the fact that most peo- 
ple understand the proper method to fol- 
uw lu the care of milk aud cream, much 
of the product delivered to creameries, 
according to olllcials of the Department 
of Agriculture, Is improperly cared for 
aud therefore is unlit to be made into but- 
ter.

Don’t* Issued to Prevent Forest Fires. 

Wasliingtou, May 1, 1915: To obtain 
the cooperation of the public in prevent- 
ing forest fires which are doing a great 
deal of damage in the east tills spring, 
theU. S. forest service has prepared ten 
“Don'ts” to be observed in the woods. 

The Don’ts follow : 

1. Don’t throw your match away until 
you are sure it is out. 

2. Dou’t drop cigarette or cigar butts 
until tlie glow is extinguished. 

3. Dou’t knock out your pipe ashes 
while hot oi where they will fall into dry 
leaves or other inflammable material. 

4. Don’t build a camp lire any larger 
than is absolutely necessary 

5. Don’t build a fire against a tree, a 
log, or a stump, or auywhere lint on hare 
soil. 

0. Don’t leave a fire until you are sure 
Is it out; if uecessary smother it with 
earth or water. 

7. Dou’t burn brush or refuse in or 
uear the woods if there is any chance 
that the tire may spread beyond your con- 
trol, or that the wind may carry sparks 
where they would start a new fire. 

8. Dou't he any more careless with tire 
in the woods than you are with tire lu 
your own home. 

9. Don’t be idle w hen you discover a 
lire in the woods; if you can't put it out 
yourself, get help. Where a forest guard, 
ranger, or Slate fire warden can be 
reached, cill him up on the uearest tele- 
phone you cau find. 

10. Don't forget that human thought- 
lessness and negligence are the causes of 
more than half of the forest fires iu this 
country, and that the smallest spark may 
start a conflagration that will result iu 
loss of life aud destruction of timber and 
young growth valuable uot only for lum- 
ber but for their influence in helping to 
prevent flood, erosion aud drought.

It pays to give the empty plant box<-s 
good care. They should be stortd under 
cover until wanted again next winter. 

Chicks reared by the natural method 
arc generally stronger because weather 
conditions are more settled during June 
and July. Outdoor exercise under the 
warm summer sun, together with nstnral 
feeding, promotes the healthfulness and 
ultimate profit of chicks. 

at 

Milk may ire canned just as you would 
can fruit. Bring vonr milk to the boiling 
point and fill vonr jars to the rim with it : 
then shut airtight. This will keep any 
length of time, and be just as good when 
opened as when It was put up. 

The object of building a good poultry 
house and glvlnft the hens care and atten- 
tion Is to get eggs In the winter-time, 
when they possess more than ordinary- 
value In the market value, because they 
would cost market prices to buy them 

Set out the tomatoes the latter part of 
May, using good strong plauts. Protect 
from frost and stake up as soon as neces- 
sary. Keep suckers trimmed off. Set 
plants four feet apart in a sunny spot. 

It Is most apparent that chicks hatched 
in the latter part of Mav and in June may- 
be fed much more cheaply thau those 
hatched earlier in 'the season, hut many 
have difficulty in rearing very young 
chicks during hot weather. Such diffi- 
culty is largely due to Inexperieuce.

Grease is cheaper than horses, yet many 
who use wagons overlook greasing the 
axles at the proper time. Heavy wagons 
must often lie used on roads, and when it 
happens that the matter of greasing the 
wagon has been overlooked, the horses 
are made to do perhaps double work 

Too much emphasis cannot be placed 
on the importance of thorough soil pre- 
paration for any crop and especially for 
vegetable. No gardener should plant any 
crop until the soil Is in a thoroughly tine 
state of cultivation/ 

When tomato plauts are trained to 
stbkes or trellises they are less likely to 
be affected with rot or blight, and will 
ripen up their fruit much more evenly 
and quickly ttlian if left on the ground, 
and a few days’ gain in earliness will 
make enough difference in the price to 
much more Ilian cover the extra trouble 
and expense.

To Throe Owning Frait Trees. 

Do vonr spravlng tu the right lime, and 
avoid killing i lie bees w tilch distribute the 
pollein from oue blossom to another and 
help to set the fruit. 

••The Apple Worm (cotiling moth) *t- 
taks the young apples, beginning nhout 
the 20th to 25th of June, and most of them 
start in the blossom end. After the blos- 
soms have fallen the little apple pointed 
up with Its calyx open. This calyx re- 
mains open from ten days to two weeks 
after the blossom has fallen. To effect- 
ively kill the worm, poison must be put 
Into this cup while It isopen and then 
when the worm comes to feed It will be 
poisoned. Spray with arsenate of lead 
after the blossoms have fallen but wlthili 
ten rlays or two weeks. While the trees 
are lu full bloom the bees are busy gath- 
ering nectar and if there Is poison present 
they are liable to be killed. Therefore do 
not allow your trees to lie sprayed while 
the blossoms are still on them.” 

Spraying w ithin ten days after the blos- 
soms have fallen assures belter fruit and 
saves the bees. 

If yon have pear trees the calyx does 
not close, so these may he sprayed after 
the apples are finished. 

It is well to apply a fungicide at the 
same time In order to control the apple 
scab and leaf spot, bordeaux mixture or 
di tile lime sulphur may be put on with 
the arsenate of lead. 

If lime sulphur Is used 1 gal. of com- 
mercial solution Is mixed with 50 gals, of 
water. Bordeaux mixture Is made by dis- 
solving 4 lbs. of copper sulphate, and 
diluting with 25 gals, of w ater, then shake 
0 lbs. of good quick lime aud and dilute 
with 25 gals, of water. Then pour the 
two solutions simultaneously through a 
strainer in the spray tank.

MEASURING THE STARS. 


What la Meant by First and Second 
Magnitude, and So On. 

The cluNSdlicutiou of the stars into 
orders of magnitude, depending on 
their apparent brightness, was under- 
taken a little hastily, with the result 
that many stars have been found 
which are brighter than stars of the 
first magnitude. Aldeharan is it typical 
star of the first magnitude, hut Sirius 
Is much brighter. Consequently the 
system of classification lms to he ex- 
tended. 

A star of the first magnitude Is 2.5 
times as bright as it star of the second 
magnitude: a star of the second mag- 
nitude is 2.5 times as bright as a star 
uf the third magnitude, and so on. 
Stars which are 2.5 times as bright as 
it star of the first magnitude are called 
stars of 0 magnitude, while stars 2.5 
times brighter still are said to be of 
the —1 magnitude, and so on. 

Professor Ceraski has made measure- 
ments to determine the magnitude of 
the sun, reckoned In this way. By 
adopting different methods of measure- 
ments he reaches very accordant re- 
sults, and it appears that our sun Is a 
star of the — 3G.5 order of magnitude, 
which means that It sends us us much 
light as 880,000,000 of stars of t lie first 
magnitude. 

At the distance of a little over four 
light years— 1. e., about 20,000 times its 
present distance— it would he a star of 
the first magnitude, so that, considered 
as a star, it is nothing out of the ordi- 
nary.— Pittsburgh ( lazette-Times.

Because an individual cow is a good 
producer, it I- not safe to buy her calf for 
1 a good producer unless she have a line of 
producing aucestois on both sides behind 
iter Not every cow descended from good 
producing ancestors is herself a good pro- 
ducer, hut she is much more likely to lie 
thau if selected in any other w ay, aud this 
probability lias a money value. 

Pedigree of the right sort Is a flue tiling, 
but It is not always understood. It is 
only a genealogical record, showing the 
relationship of animals. Home pedigrees 
are worthless as the paper on w hich they 
are written. A good calf with a goal 
pedigree in good hands, where there is 
plenty of good feed, is a good combina- 
tion. The ow ner of the calf may live on 
pedigree but the calf cauuot.

ESSENTIALS IN HEN HOUSES 

Comfortable Fowl Will Prove FarMoro 
Profitable Than One That la Not 
8o — Beat Location. 

(Ily A. H. LKE.) 

The prime essentials In poultry 
houses are fresh air, dryness, sun- 
light and space enough to keep tho 
birds comfortable. No particular stylo 
of house Is particularly adapted to any 
section of this country A house 
which gives satisfaction In Maine will 
nlso give good results In Tex-'s or 
California, but it Is preferable to 
build more open and consequently less 
exponslve houses In the South than In 
the North. The best site for the poul- 
try house depends principally on tho

local conditions. Tho location should 
have good drainage, so that the floor 
and yards will be dry, while the house 
should not occupy a low pocket or 
hollow in which cold air settles, and 
it should be situated for convenience 
in management and adapted to tho 
available land. Wherever possible a 
southern or southeastern exposure 
should be selected although this Is not 
essential if there i3 any good reason 
for facing tho house in a different di- 
rection. 

To prevent waste of feed in poultry 
houses and reduce the handling of the 
dry foods and grits, it is necessary to 
use hoppers. Green food is essential 
as a part of the winter ration for the 
fowls. When cabbage and beets aro 
not available, sprouted oats can bo 
easily fed. Soak the oats In a bucket 
for at least 24 hourB and then place

in a pile on a shelf of a sprouter. 
On the third day spread them out on 
the different shelves and let them 
grow to a height of not over two 
inches, then feed them. Keep the oats 
In a room of moderate tentperaturo 
and dampen every day. 


FURNISH SOME GREEN FOOD 

Either Lettuce Grown In Hotbeds or 
Sprouted Oats Are Excellent 
for the Little Chicks. 

Be prepared with some sort of green 
stuff for the little ones. Either lettuce 
grown In hotbeds or sprouted oats, 
handled In boxes. Whatever It may 
be, it should not be omitted, as It Is 
just as essential as fruit and vege- 
tables are to the average person. 
Have convenient and sanitary water 
vessels so made that chicks can drink 
without being able to get into the 
water with their dirty feet. These 
should be well scalded out at least 
once a week where used for the right 
little ones Soft feed, If used, should 
be fed either upon fresh papers each 
time or In small troughs, and not 
thrown on the ground, which may con- 
tain all kinds of filth and contamina- 
tion Striving to avoid all the points 
of common carelessness and dirty 
conditions is the road leading to suc- 
cess with chicks

Watch out for worms on the currant 
bnshes and bugs on the vines. 

Do not grow In the orchard crops like 
timothy or grain. They will rob the soil 
of plant foods, and will return nothing to 
It; also they use up large quantities of 
moisture. 

No one can tell what tbe season will be ( 
after the corn Is In the ground, yet rather 
shallow planting Is best as a rule. Shal- 
low planting Is always best where enough 
surface soil moisture Is available for . 
sprouting the seed aud starling the corn I 
roots downward 

Agricultural education in the public 
schools must make of the boy and experi- 
menter for truth. His investigations 
must proceed with unabated zeal when 
his school days proper are finished, and 
his farm must ever continue to he his 
school. 

Mixed farming Is the most profitable 
system either for small or large places. . 
This means a variety of crops aud other 
farm Interests Instead of a single crop 
such as corn, or a single interest such as 
dairying, poultry keeping or pork produc- 
tion. 

In pruning bearing tree, remember the 
following points:— cut out all dead w’uod 
and water sprouts; where two limbs in- 
terfere, remove one of them; keep the , 
center of the tree thinned out to admit 
air and sunlight; head in the terminal 
growth and keep the head low; prune 
every year. 

Thousands of dollars may be saved if 
cattle growers will this spring remove 
and destroy the grubs In the backs of 
cattle. Various oils are often used, the 
location being smeared over the Infested 
region or npplied to the mouth of the 
breathing hole of the grub. Kerosense 
emulsion, fish oil and train oil are often 
used with good results. 

Tbe feeding value, as well as the mar- 
ket value, aud palatability of hay is low- 
ered by being sunburned. The feeding 
value is probably hurt most by the loss of < 
leaves. Sunburned clover aud alfalfa lose , 
a large part of the leaves in handling, and 
this is the best part of the crop. 

_ 

A high-headed tree Is easier cultivated, 
but the low-headed tree makes fruit pick- 
ing easier. The ground dries out more 
quickly under a high-headed tree aud more 
fruit is blown off by the wind. When- 
ever you flud cross branches rubbing each 
other cut oue of them out. 

Il is the first tomatoes on the market | 
that briug the good prices and the raisiug 
of early tomatoes Is something every 
farmer and truck gardener should be in- 
terested in for that reason. After select- 
ing the earliest varieties, select a mellow 
plot of gronnd, second-year ground being 
preferable, which should be enriched with 
high grade commercial fertilizer. 

The efficiency of a cow as a machine 
for producing milk depends to b marked 
degree upon her health, vigor of constitu- 
tion, purity of blood and the richness and 
variety of food uiveu her. Milk with the 
cow Is made directly from the blood, 
hence it N Imperative that the cows 
blood shall be well nourished and In the 
( best condition. Suit is necessary for 
keeping the blood right. 



Land has come to be worth something 
these days aud it Is a considerable factor 
in the cost of production.

When those beginning In poultry look 
i at It in the same light as any other line of 
business and less in the light of a snap ! 
with big profits aud little work, there 
will be fewer failures. To succeod with 
| poultiy, especially on a large scale, means 
w ork aud the use of the brain. There Is 
no ea»y, quick way to riches in the poul- 
try business, or any other liue, for that 
matter. 

Here Is something about hay worth re- 
inemberiug : When il is 2 or 3 years old It 
is worth more for feeding than it is w lieu 
a year old. It goes much farther, prob- 
ably due to the fact that it contains less 
moisture, an I that a given bulk of it will 
contain more feeding matter Moisture 
is filling, but not nourishing. 

Keep track of what you are doiog aud 


results will surprise you. If they are not 
satisfactory this year, prune down the 
expenses at certain points and Increase 
the efficiency so as to make farming pay. 
Better be Intensive on a small scale than 
extenalve on a scale so hlg that shows no 
financial profit.

Hens Require Balanced Ration to Be 
Well Fed — Winter Layer Brlnga 
the Profits. 

Farmers do not realize that their 
flocks of hens should be ns carefully 
fed and cared for as any other stock 
on thtir place. Most farm flocks aro 
allowed to rustle for m^st of their liv- 
ing. and If they do not get It, they 
suffer. 

Hens will first apply the feed pro- 
vided to keeping them In good, strong, 
healthy condition, and then, if there is 
a surplus, they will use It to supply 
eggs. Only in the spring, when the re- 
productive Instinct is predominant, 
will they lay under other conditions. 
The wise farmer realizes this and 
feeds his hens all they will eat at all 
times. 

There Is another thing to take into 
consideration. We can practically 
starve stock with plenty of food 
handy. Feed a man on any food con- 
taining one element alone, and he will 
soon be practically starving for some 
other element it does not contain and 
which his body requires. It is the 
same way with the hens. They re- 
quire a balanced ration to really be 
well fed. Corn, wheat, oats, kafir, all 
contain elements in different propor- 
tions, and if they are alternated, and 
then a liberal supply of meat meal, 
alfalfa meal and green stuff or vege- 
tables are given them, they do not 
lack any element needed. The result 
is they nre happy, contented, healthy, 
and will lay the year round if they are 
of the right breeds. It is the year- 
round hen that pays. Some hens will 
have larger records than others that 
will not be nearly as profitable, for 
they do their laying when eggs aro 
lower in price. The winter layer brings 
the profits.

Especially Valuable Where Chicks Run

The best authorities ascribe the 
cause of gapes in chicks to the too free 
eating of earth worms and the perm 
of the gapes remains In the ground 
from year to year so that such ground 
occupied by chicks with gapes should 
never be used the second year without 
renovating It is always a good plan 
to be on the safe side and thoroughly 
lime the ground on which young 
chicks are to run even though it was 
not occupied by cliickB the previous 
year. 

The best way of doing this is to 
cover tbe ground thickly with unslaked 
lime and spade it in a few Inches; then 
go over it with a roller of some kind 
to firm it and then sprinkle a thin 
coating of fine lime all over the sur-

the chicks. It is also a good plan to 
uso lime freely iu the yards occupied 
by growing chicks or by mature fowls. 
It tends to sweeten the soil and de- 
stroy certain germs that are more or 
less injurious. It will be found an ex- 
cellent plan to sprinkle lime over the 
poultry yard at least once a month 
during the entire summer, not forget- 
ting to use it freely in the houses 
also. 

Prevent Egg-Eating Habit. 

Hens thut are fed a well balanced 
ration seldom resort to egg or feath- 
er-eating. Gathering the eggs early, 
when stormy days keep the hens 
close, will often prevent the habit, as 
it is usually well along in the day 
when the idle lien goes scratching in 
the nests and perhaps accidentally 
breaks the egg that gives her a de- 
sire to break others.

A RAI.WAY WIZARD 


Tuft Created a Sensation With 
His Vertical Road. 

FIRST PASSENGER ELEVATOR. 

It Was Erected In the Old Fifth Av- 
enue Hotel, In New York, In 1859 and 

Was Regarded as the Marvel of the 

Day — Its Introduction to England. 

Americana ratty lose the use of their 
legs. A number of authorities on this 
subject linve rande the prophecy that 
unless the American mentis Ids ways 
nml changes the direction In which 
certain of his habits nml tendencies 
lie Ills legs will become ns atrophied 
ns hns become bis little toe from close 
confinement in shoes nml long disuse. 

These authorities lmve pointed out 
the street car, the automobile aud the 
average man's eagerness to “get there" 
in the quickest way and with the 
least possible effort is the onuses for 
the present deterioration In legs, and 
ns mechanical locomotion becomes 
more and more accessible and the rid- 
ing habit grows man will have less 
and less Use for Ills feet and legs. 

In nddltlon to electric enrs and auto- 
mobiles, another modern device con- 
tributes to the average man’s Increas- 
ing feebleness of limb. That modern 
device Is the elovntor. To the present 
generation, accustomed to ride from 
floor to floor and to push the elevator 
bell button and watt for the ear rather 
than climb a flight of stairs, tt proba- 
bly seems queer to see or hear the ele- 
vator mentioned ns a modern device. 

Men In their youth and even In their 
middle ago have become so habituated 
to the elevator that they feel that such 
a thing always was, or at least that It 
Is coeval with brick and stone build- 
ings. Yet the elevator is a modern 
device, and the word “elevator" In the 
application given It in America Is new- 
er still than the contrivance It de- 
scribes. 

Before the demolition of the old 
Fifth Avenue hotel In New York there 
was in one of the elevators n tablet, on 
which was inscribed tills: “In tills 
space was erected and operated in 1S59 
Tuft’s vertical screw railway, the llrst 
passenger elevator ever built.” 

That elevator was one of the chief 
wonders of the hotel, which, because 
of Its luxury and magnificence, was 
considered one of the wonders of the 
new world. 

The “vertical railway," which saved 
persons the trouble of walking up and 
down stairs, was widely written about, 
and people came from far and nenr to 
look nt the strange Invention aud to 
be able to tell their admiring friends 
in Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore anil 
Washington and other cities out in the 
provinces that they had been nble tb 
go up and down stnlrs without walk- 
ing. 

When travelers came from New York 
and told nl>out this vertical screw rail- 
way to our grandfathers, those worthy 
gentlemen raised tlielr eyes nml hands 
In astonishment and probably exclaim- 
ed, “Will wonders never cease?" 

An English trade paper, the London 
Builder, In September, 1859, had nu 
editorial on the subject of the vertical 
screw railway in the United States, 
saying: “It is a carriage that will 
move from the top »o the bottom of 
the building and from the bottom to 
tile top. It will be forced upward by 
the application of steam power, and 
the descent will be regulated by the 
resistance of hydraulic power." 

It was not until the early seventies 
that the vertical railway was intro- 
duced in England, the first “lift" being 
installed In Albert ball, and to ride in 
this passengers were required to pay 
a fee of one penny. Conservative peo- 
ple in America and England looked on 
this invention with grave suspicion 
and “felt it In their bones" that it wns 
only a question of time when it would 
fall down and kill everybody in it 

Today the "lift" is nothing like so 
common in Europe as the elevator, 
which is the same thing, Is in the 
United States. One renson for this is 
that the United States is the birthplace 
and the home of the skyscraper, while 
high buildings, ns building heights arc 
measured in America, are infrequent 
In Europe.— Washington Star. 

A Gallon of Gaaolino. 

A single gallon of gasoline will do 
wonders almost anywhere, but no- 
where has It been applied to better 
purpose than on the farm. Here are 
some of its stunts. It will milk 300 
cows, bale four tons of hay, mix thirty- 
live yards of cement, move a ton truck 
fourteen miles, plow three-fifths of an 
acre of land and make enough elec- 
tricity to keep eight lights going In the 
farmhouse for thirty duys.

Havana's Water Supply. 

For more than three hundred yeara 
the water supply of the city of Havana 
was carried through an open ditch, 
built in 1592. The supply originated 
at the springs of the AlmeudareB river, 
nine miles south of the city, aud this 
source still provides au adequate flow, 
for the sprlugs, which have since been 
fully developed, number 400 and are 
enclosed by a heavy wall of maaonry 
which is constantly under military 
guard. An aqueduct has long since 
supplanted the ditch.

Benjamin Burbank of Pond Street, 
Sooth Weymooth, Hit Left Com- 
plete Record of All Alarm*, With 
Exceptioo of Still Alarm*, oo Sys- 
tem Now in Force. Wa* a Fire- 
man for 30 Yeara. Remembers 
Many Bad Conflagrations. 

Benjamin Burbank of Pond street, 
8outh Weymouth, has Just presented 
Combination 5 with a complete record of 
every fire alarm that has been pulled In 
on the syatem since It w as Installed in the 
fall of 1892. 

Mr. Burbank was a fireman for thirty- 
eight years In ward 5 and resigned front 
the department a few years ago. When 
he resigned from Hose 5 he was presented 
with a gold badge by the members of that 
company 

Since the system was Installed there 
has been 1119 alarms, 71 of which were 
false. One of thu false alarms wbh due • 
to a young lady try tug to mail a letter in 
a fire alarm box, when the system was 
first Installed. The average cost to the 
town under the horse drawn system was 
about 810 an alarm and at that rate it has 
cost the town 8710 for false alarms alone 
in the past 22 years. 

The most alarms In one year was 7C, 
that being last year and this year to date 
there have heeu 48, which bids fair to 
out number all past years. 

The first box to he pulled In on the 
system w as Box 51, Oct. 30, 1892, calling 
Hose 5 and H. & L. 5 to the Weymouth 
fair grounds for a lire In the stables bear 
the race track. 

Mr. Burbank’s records brings back to 
his memory many of the big fires of SVey- 
nmuth among the most noted being as 
follows: Mar. 23, 1895, box 23 was pulled 
in calling the department to Z. L. Blck- 
uell’s store, then followed a second and 
finally a general alarm. Another was 
box 27 on April 27, 1902 when the skating 
rink or Music hall at East Weymouth was 
destroyed. 

On Feb 8, 1908, box 28 was rung in 
when the White Church was burned at 
East Weymouth Box 57, Sept. 12, 1900, 
a big woods fire at South Weymouth in 
the section known as the Old City when 
in two hours it burned out onto Union 
street aud destroyed two houses. The 
Bradley fires are also to be remembered, 
first box 18 on Nov. 25, 1901 wlieu tbe 
chemical works were destroyed at a loss 
of $100,000 and then box 13 ou July 3, 
1913 wlieu the store house was destroyed. 

Jan. 15, 1912, box 25, the Masonic 

building ul East Weymouth. 

Jan. 12, 1912, box 10, a number of cot- 
tages and boats at North Weymouth. 

Aud the not to be forgotten lire of a 
year ago on May 28, 1914, when the Town 
hall, lilcknell's garage and the Leatherette 
factory was burned, the cause of which 
brought auto fire trucks and perinaueul 
men into the department aud making it 
oue of the most efficient iu any town of 
its size in the slate, Iu the way of fire 
protection. Combination 5 Intends to 
keep up the excellent precedent of keep- 
ing a complete record, that Mr. Burbauk 
has established. He also has a complete 
record of every dreinau's muster since the 
general one held at Bath, Me., July 4th, 
1849. The number of alarms each year 
since the Installation of the present sys- 
tem, follows:
